"THE JAMES MILLER FAMIL Y OF LICK CREEK 

The father of James Miller is believed to have been a German immigrant. Unfortunately his 
given name has been forgotten. His descendants say that the surname was originally Muller. 
As time went by, an "i" was substituted for the "u" and the name became Miller. How the 
following applies to this family, or if it applies to the family at all, I do not know, but recorded in 
Book A., page 67, in the year 1837, at the Steelville Court House, isa reference to James M. 
Miller and Amanda Miller, his wife. 

James and his brother William, perhaps other children, grew up around Davisville and Pyatt 
Hollow. The Miller family moved to the Lick Creek neighborhood in 1860 and here the older 
members of the family are buried. James is said to have been a soldier during the Civil War, 
dying of pneumonia in 1865. He left his wife with 7 children to care for, the oldest only 14 years 
old. 

(Note, also by H.C.L. -A few years ago, William Lea, father of Mrs. Bessie West, told me that 
during the Battle of Leasburgh, Benjamin Lea and a Joseph Miller of Lick Creek agreed to 
make a dash for Rolla to inform Union Headquarters there that Ewing and his troops were 
under attack at Leasburgh. I have wondered if Mr. Lea's Joseph Miller was actually James 
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Miller. At this writing I know of no data which states who first reached the Union forces with 
word of the plight of Ewing and his men, whether the word was delivered by one or both of the 
named couriers, or by one or more of the Ewing men who were on horseback. It is known that 
some of these did not stop at Leasburgh but kept on running until they reached points where 
Union troops were concentrated. 

James Miller married a Pyatt. After the death of James his widow married Van Graddy, uncle 
of Martha Jane Graddy. James Miller and Pyatt were the parents of seven children: 

1. James Calib (Bud), died in 1906. James married Nancy Elvira King in 1871. They were the 
parents of 12 children. Nancy Elvira King was born on Brush Creek. She was killed in a fall 
from a wagon in 1902: She and her son, Sam had driven to Cuba for supplies. When they 
stopped in front of Daggett's store, Sam jumped out. Mrs. Miller handed Sam a basket of eggs 
putting her hand on his shoulder, she started to step down from the wagon. Her feet became 
entangled within the lines and she fell, striking her head on the sidewalk. She left a family of 10 
of whom several were quite small. Besides her own children she was 

rearing the orphaned daughter of Dave Miller whose wife had died in childbirth. This was 
Delphia "Debbie" Miller who married Gilbert Smith. The James Miller children: 

a. Eliza, born about 1872. married a Brittion. 

b. William A. who died in Seattle, Washington in 1966. 

c. Henry Edward, d. about 1963, married Marguerite McClarney, who thru her mother, was a 
descendant of John Sevier, founder of Tennessee. Her mother had died when she was born 
and she was reared by her grandparents, Windle McClarney. The McClarneys had been large 
property owners and he had been a judge but the Civil War ruined them. Following the war 
they had come by ox carts and wagons and settled at Cuba. The Henry Millers settled at Dollar 
Mill but at first lived within the [page 292] boundaries of Forest Hill and his sons attended that 
school. Henry's daughter Rose married Roy Alexander, (see Alexander family) 

d. Effie Elen who married George Duree. 

e. Eli E. who was born about 1880 and lives at St. Clair Mo. 

f. Kitty E. who married John McClarney. (A widow now, Kittie lives in the Baptist Home at 
Ironton, Mo.) 

g. Samuel J. who died in Seattle about 1955. 

h. Frank James, a minister, b. May 17, 1887; d. Oct. 5, 1969. Lives at Bourbon, Mo. Is 
married to Catllerine Hodge.

"THE JAMES MILLER FAMIL Y OF LICK CREEK 
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The father of James Miller is believed to have been a German immigrant. Unfortunately his 
given name has been forgotten. His descendants say that the surname was originally Muller. 
As time went by, an "i" was substituted for the "u" and the name became Miller. How the 
following applies to this family, or if it applies to the family at all, I do not know, but recorded in 
Book A., page 67, in the year 1837, at the Steelville Court House, isa reference to James M. 
Miller and Amanda Miller, his wife. 

James and his brother William, perhaps other children, grew up around Davisville and Pyatt 
Hollow. The Miller family moved to the Lick Creek neighborhood in 1860 and here the older 
members of the family are buried. James is said to have been a soldier during the Civil War, 
dying of pneumonia in 1865. He left his wife with 7 children to care for, the oldest only 14 
years old. (Note, also by H.C.L. -A few years ago, William Lea, father of Mrs. Bessie West, 
told me that during the Battle of Leasburgh, Benjamin Lea and a Joseph Miller of Lick Creek 
agreed to make a dash for Rolla to inform Union Headquarters there that Ewing and his 
troops were under attack at Leasburgh. I have wondered if Mr. Lea's Joseph Miller was 
actually James Miller. At this writing I know of no data which states who first reached the 
Union forces with word of the plight of Ewing and his men, whether the word was delivered by 
one or both of the named couriers, or by one or more of the Ewing men who were on 
horseback. It is known that some of these did not stop at Leasburgh but kept on running until 
they reached points where Union troops were concentrated.

"THE JAMES MILLER FAMILY OF LICK CREEK 

The father of James Miller is believed to have been a German immigrant. Unfortunately his given 
name has been forgotten. His descendants say that the surname was originally Muller. As time 
went by, an "i" was substituted for the "u" and the name became Miller. How the following 
applies to this family, or if it applies to the family at all, I do not know, but recorded in Book A., 
page 67, in the year 1837, at the Steelville Court House, is a reference to James M. Miller and 
Amanda Miller, his wife. 

James and his brother William, perhaps other children, grew up around Davisville and Pyatt 
Hollow. The Miller family moved to the Lick Creek neighborhood in 1860 and here the older 
members of the family are buried. 

James is said to have been a soldier during the Civil War, dying of pneumonia in 1865. He left 
his wife with 7 children to care for, the oldest only 14 years old. 

Note, also by H.C.L. -A few years ago, William Lea, father of Mrs. Bessie West, told me that 
during the Battle of Leasburgh, Benjamin Lea and a Joseph Miller of Lick Creek agreed to make 
a dash for Rolla to inform Union Headquarters there that Ewing and his troops were under 
attack at Leasburgh. I have wondered if Mr. Lea's Joseph Miller was actually James Miller. At 
this writing I know of no data which states who first reached the Union forces with word of the 
plight of Ewing and his men, whether the word was delivered by one or both of the named 
couriers, or by one or more of the Ewing men who were on horseback. It is known that some of 
these did not stop at Leasburgh but kept on running until they reached points where Union 
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troops were concentrated.

5. All inquiries by third parties for a copy of the material should be forwarded to the original 
compiler or author for written permission. 

6. Do not loan or share your information, family heirlooms, special documents, one of a 
kind, pictures, or irreplaceable materials to non-professional researches or family 
members. These types of materials seem to disappear or become damaged. 

7. Make copies of important documents or materials when at libraries and be sure to write 
the name of the book, source, letter or film with the author's name and page number and 
year of publication. 

8. Genealogy work that is not documented is of little value. Remember, you are leaving a 
trail for those who follow. If future researchers have to verify your work, then of what 
value is your work? 

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

10. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from interested 
family members. 



Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was 
acquired over years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising 
families, working for income, and surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND 
spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their ancestors. This pursuit required great 
sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual locations to view the 
marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by 
doing so, you give respect to their work and honor to their memory. Thank You.
